The above elements handle an extensive amount of bulk mail and 
as a means of facilitating mail handling should be located within the 
DDI on the first or second floors or as near the Central Mail Room as 
feasible. 


(4) Office of Logistics, DDS 

The OL Registry handles mail for approximately 24 OL elements 
within the Ames Building and four elements within the Central Depot 
It would be advisable to locate the registry convenient to the OL com- 
ponents being serviced and, if possible, near the Central Mail Room. 

(5) Office of Research and Development, DDS&T 

(6) Office of Special Activities, DDS&T 

The Office of Research and Development has 20 elements located 
in the Ames Building and one located in the 
of Special Activities has nine elements all 

Their offices, which handle a moderate amount of mail, should be 
located within the DDS&T area.
